For mountains, the Yellow- 
stone Park, with the great range 
of the towering Tetons as a sort 
of backdrop, is the best. There is 
also the vast “Big Country,” of 
huge valleys and reaching ranges 
that crowd the skies and are 
gsnow-tipped much of the year. 
There is the buffalo grass and 
there, too, is history and a feel of 
the Old West. There is a wine in

No region has 
clouds such as those which blow 
across the Western skies. Some 
days the wind drives them all out 
and there is just the thin blue 
canopy in which there is ice and 
freezing breaths.

springs with steam, its geysers 
which may be merely wisps of 
steam by a path, or the great 
roaring, high-reaching ,»lumes of 
Old Faithful, is awesome. 

“Tt ain’t far to hell right here,” 
the wags say. 

But, for the less spectacular, 
well-mannered, more beautiful 
mountains, with shrubs, flowers 
and variety of trees, I will take 
the Great Smokies, where the 
b'ue mist hangs on their tops at 
dusk and rises ghostly white from 
their rivers in the late evening 
when first dark comes on and the 
first coolness of night begins to 
flow down from the far ravines 
and domes and through the great 
passes which the Appalachian 
travelers called gaps. 

The Appalachians were old 
when the Rockies were born of 
the hot travail of earth.

Wisely, they lease 
their shops to white men and then 
hire themselves out as chiefs to 
attract the tourists. The Chero- 
kees wore no feathered head- 
dress, being sensible Indians and 
knowing feathers and forests

Caution Should Have Its Reward 


Georgia motorists started this week 
paying through the nose for the increased 
cost of having accidents. State Insurance 
Commissioner Zack D,. Cravey announced 
a new auto insurance rate schedule which 
includes increases of from 11 to 19 per 
cent on premiums for personal liability and 
property damage coverage. 


Basis for the hike in rates is the greater 
number of accidents, the mounting claim 
costs and the general economic inflation 
which adds to repair bills from both ga- 
rages and hospitals. 

Last week-end, for example, 12 persons 
died in traffic deaths on Georgia highways. 
Each of the accidents involved. means pay- 
ment of heavy damages, in most cases by 
the insurance company. But in the long 
_ * is the policyholders at large who foot 
the bill. 


The insurance commissioner said that 
auto insurance rates are up in nearly all 


the states as the situation warranting the 
increase is general. 

Georgia’s new driver responsibility law 
means that an overwhelming majority of 
owners of private vehicles in the state are 
affected by the Cravey announcement. In- 
cidentally, we trust that the new schedule 
for Georgia takes into account the fact 
that the liability insurance business in the 
state has profited from this legislation. 

One thing is certain. That increase the 
motorist finds when he gets his next 
premium statement should remind him that 
safety pays in dollars and cents. To get 
that premium back down he must exer- 
cise greater caution himself and insist that 
his neighbors do likewise. 

Under the present plan of coverage the 
careful motorist must pay for the care- 
lessness of others. Perhaps the rate sched- 
ule should be revised so that safe driving 
is its own reward in that the wreckless 


‘driver would get a reduced premium.

Are Governor’s Eyes 


On Supreme Court? 


7 ek Gov. Talmadge’s blast at Atlantans in the 
os . midst of a non-political year has caused a flurry 
ena of speculation. Since the election on the proposed 
County Unit Amendment is a year and three months away, many 
doubted that the Governor intended to launch a stump campaign 
of such vigor at this time just to influence votes in November, 1952. 

He warned rural Georgians that “political gangsters” in Atlanta 
might take over the state unless the County Unit System is written 
into the State Constitution. He bore down on the danger of crim- 
inals entering the state political picture. , 


It was. appropriate that he talk on crime at a wardens’ con- 
vention. But his speech at this particular time on crime and th 
County Unit System has caused some to ask this question: . 


Is the Governor making a play for public opinion to try to in- 
fluence the State Supreme Court, which has just received two cases 
challenging the constitutionality of the County Unit System? 

If this is true, it’s no reflection on the court because lawyers have 
tried to develop influence before. It’s no reflection on the Gover- 
nor because he.is trying to boost his case..But it would explain the 
sudden bombshell against Atlanta in this quiet political year. 


-No Timeclocks Goria school teachers won’t have to sit in 


classrooms eight hours a day and then 
attend P.-T.A. meetings and do homework at night on their own 
time. State School Supt. M. D. Collins says some local systems 
have misunderstood the State Board of Education’s orders setting 
an eight-hour work day for teachers. 

“The local boards can give the teachers credit for thé school 
work they do each day, regardless of whether its done in the class- 
room or elsewhere,” Collins said. “If a teacher supervises children 
riding the bus to school each morning, she can be allowed to count 
this time. If she works on a paper sale, visits a pupil’s home, or at- 
tends a P.-T. A. meeting, the local systems can credit her with this 
time as working. It was not intended that a teacher should sit at 
her desk for eight hours a day and then spend the evenings doing 
school work on her own time.”

. The audit report published in The Constitution re- 
Surp ee vealing that a group of state officials received pay 
hikes through a last-minute, unnoticed Senate resolution came as a 
surprise to Gov.

Age of Atomic Plenty 


WASHINGTON—National strategy flows, or ought to flow, di- 
rectly from the facts of the national sityation. When the facts 
change, the strategy must change. Or else, because the transfor- 
mation of the national situation has been ignored, national strategy 
becomes obsolete, inefficient and perhaps even unworkable. 

These rather threadbare truisms are relevant at the moment 


_ because the central, dominating fact that has shaped all post-war 


American strategic thinking is rather rapidly ceasing to be a fact 
at all. Instead of being incredibly rare and incredibly costly, the 
fissionable raw stuff of atomic weapons, although still expensive, 
is becoming relatively plentiful. This revolutionary development, 
which has as yet been hardly noticed, results from the interaction 
of two different processes. 


Breeder Reactor The first process, which is as yet ex- 
perimental, is the work that is being 


done with the so-called breeder reactor. Its purpose is to make 
better use of the basic raw material of the whole atomic program, 
uranium. 

It is almost schoolboy stuff, nowadays, that uranium is composed 
of two isotopes. The common isotope, which comprises 99.3 per 
cent of the world’s uranium supply, is the inert U-238. The rare 
isotope, which comprises only seven-tenths of 1 per cent, is the 
radioactive U-235. Only radioactive U-235 is directly fissionable. 

Even before the end of the war, in the Hanford pile, means were 
found to transmute some of the inert U-238 into fissionable pluton- 
ium. This, in itself, had the effect of multiplying our total resources 
of fissionable raw stuff, and the Nagasaki bomb was a plutonium 
bomb. The breeder reactor, speaking very crudely and non-techni- 
cally, represents another means of getting a vastly higher proportion 
of fissionable raw stuff out of U-238—of doing the same job as the 
Hanford pile, but doing it quite differently and doing it far better. 


Ready by Fal] The theory, which has been published, re- 

volves around a more efficient use of the 
liberated neutrons which promote chain reactions. But the theory, 
for public purposes, is far less important than the practical fact that 
the breeder reactor experiments appear to be succeeding. 

The first test model ought to be completed and doing its work 
this autumn. And if the new breeder reactor lives up to expecta- 
tions, the result will be a potential multiplication of our atomic 
resources by a secret but certainly significant figure. 

The proven process working in precisely the same direction is 
simply the refinement of atomic bomb design, in order to make 
more efficient use of the fissionable raw stuff already in hand. One 
line of experiment has been towards getting a bigger bang, which 
means that fewer bombs can be used to destroy a given target. 

The other line of experiment has been towards getting an atomic 
explosion with less fissionable raw stuff—with what is called a 
“sub-critical mass.” The first results in this field were successfully 
tested at Las Vegas, Nevada, some months ago, when a mere five 
kiloton bomb, well-adapted for tactical use on the battlefield, was 
touched off. 


Tripled Even the Eniwetok and first Nevada tests are known 

to have had an effect equivalent to increasing our re- 
sources of fissionable raw stuff from two to four times. Probably 
the correct figure is that we can now make three times as many 
effective bombs with the raw stuff in hand as we could have be-. 
fore these tests. 

The only possible conclusion is that we are moving from extreme 
scarcity towards relative plenty in the vital atomic field. The 
technical details—how many bombs, how they are made and s6 on— 
need not and should not concern ‘the general public. But in a pre- 
sumably free society, the public will determine the broad lines of 
national policy; and policy must inevitably be deeply influenced by 
this transition from scarcity to plenty, —

Education a Predatory Racket? 


NEW YORK—The revolution of parents and owners of homes against the impu- 
dence and rapacity of the education racket is best revealed in the minute fights of 
these “little” people. Each by itself, these defensive stands to vote down predatory 
property taxes proposed by school districts can make little progress against the 
organized national menace of “education” forcibly imposed by the state. Each little

fight is strictly local. The subject is new to the people who have always suffered 
sentimental faith in the endearing figure of the schoolma’m. The character of this 


figure has changed importantly and not for the better under the reign of the racket, however. And the 
great growth of our “society” and the complication of that soulless monster, “the government,” have 
affected her attitude just as it has altered the feeling of the citizen in relation to the state. 


She has been dealing with many children 
whose parents shirk their duties and impose on 
the teacher for services and a moral example 
which should be provided at home. 


The teachers who are now in practice are 
products of a cold system which is deter- 
mined: to control the future of the United 
States and to turn the nation into a Fascist 
state. They were taught that “democracy” 
was a great deal, even perfection, and some 
of them are actually aghast at a simple re- 
minder that “democracy” has absolutely no 
standing in our constitutional government 
and is undefined and anything that any 


démagog says it is. 


These are the people to whom the law now 
says all the children in the United States must 
be committed for the important years of their 
childhood. This law says that parents who loathe 
democracy with informed and discriminating 
judgment must nevertheless expose their chil- 
dren to a continual din of these heresies until it 
is.too late to disabuse them. For refusing to pol- 
lute the minds of children whom God has com- 
mitted to their care they may be hounded by a 
variety of catchpolls, pilloried in the neighbor- 
hood and even sent to jail. 

In Tucson last winter there was a harsh fight 
which grew hateful as election day drew near 
over a proposal to impose on the homeowners 
of an overburdened school district another is- 
sue of bonds of about half-a-million.

The district had no taxable industries or com- 
mercial houses and almost the entire load of 
school taxation, already alarmingly high, would 
be borne by home properties. Many of the vic- 
tims had already “educated” their children. There 
were small pensioners, including a war widow 


who was selling eggs to supplement her allow- ° 


ance. 

The children had been inflame.’ against all 
objectors and there was a nasty scene at the 
school during the voting when some of them 
heckled members of the opposition and one 
young girl, the daughter of a teacher, got a tart

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answer which hurt her feelings from an exasper- 
ated woman taxpayer whose vote was actually 
in defense of her home. The bond issue was em- 
phatically defeated. 

Meanwhile, the community decided to spend 
$40,000 on hurricane fences around school-yards 
because a child had been killed by a car which 
jumped the curb when its driver “blacked out.” 
Soon afterward a similar accident happened on 
the open highway in front of another school. The 
hurricane fence salesman had had a wonderful 
time even before this. There were already 
thousands of yards of expensive fence “protect- 
ing” children from no conceivable harm much 
of it running along property lines away from 
the roads. Yet the most temperate criticism of 
this extravagance was se ill-received by people 
inflamed by the racket that there was no oppo- 
sition. Iron pipe fence was unsuitable. It didn’t 
cost enough. 

These are many such minute examples in the 
mosaic design of predatory “education” with its 
vested right to the minds and characters of chil- 
dren who, in ten or 15 years will be the Mr. and 
Mrs. George Spelvin of America, and its vested 
right to indulge its own extravagant tastes as a 
first lien on the American home.

BANNED CIVICS BOOK 

Adoption practices—long a heat- 
ed issue in Georgia—were most 
recently in the news when the 
Board of Education overrode the 
present Professional Textbook 
‘Committee and banned Magrud- 
er’s “American Government.” The 
dispute is described in the current 
issue of McCall’s Magazine. Sev- 
eral months ago the Board en- 
gaged in a lengthy controversy 
over multiple or restricted listing 
of textbooks. 

Anderson and a textbook and 
library committee composed of 35 
teachers from throughout the 
State recommended to the GEA 
the advisability of creating a new 
adoption system at the annual 
‘GEA workshop at Young Harris 
College. 

The committee reported “pres- 
ent practices in selection of text- 
books at both state and local. lev- 
els are-unsatisfactory.” However, 
it commended Gov. Talmadge and 
the State Board for providing mul- 
tiple listing of textbooks and rec- 
ommended the practice be con- 
tinued.

Lip reading, hearing aids and 
perhaps even a special school 
may be necessary if the loss of 
hearing is. severe. Both are 
proven scientific aids. 

Here are a few points which 
the Hearing Foundation, Inc., 5 
E. 47th St., has found of inter- 
est to parents: 

About lip-reading: our eyes 
and ears are the “twin senses.” 
Even with so-called normal 
hearing,

Hearing aids are so common | 
today that they are scarcely no- |

If you still do not want to ad- 
mit your child’s need, let me list 
what loss of hearing can do to 
your child: 

Speech defects and voice pe- 
cularities go hand-in-hand with 
loss of hearing, and often lead 
to personality disorders. 

Your child may be left behind 
in school. 

His playmates may mutter 
“dummy” behind his back. 

Eventually he may be a 


“problem child”—a problem to 


his school, to his play group, to 
you, but most serious, a prob- 
lem to himself and to society.
